That terrible d isease known as poliomyelitis was 
on the w an e during; 1957. Public Health Service sta­ 
tistics indicated that there were 5.894 cases of the 


d ise ase last year in the United States, com pared 
With 15,400 in 19 56 and 29.270 in 1955. 
The lowered num ber of cases of polio has been 
accom panied by a low death rate. But before bid­ 
ding farewell to this disease, one must rem em ber 
that it tends to fluctuate rather widly from year 
to year and from place to place. 
In 1938, 1942 and 1947, for ex ample, the rates for 
polio W'ere quite low in spite of the fact that the 
Salk vaccine was not yet available. Consequently, 
we must rem ain cautious about assuming that polio 
is finally licked. 


T here are m an y things about polio which have 
been learned, but there is 
m ore still which we need 


to know. T here is, for e x am p le, little doubt that 
tw o or three d oses of the Salk v accin e give a great 
deal of protection, though it 
is still uncertain as to 
w h eth er still better vaccines will be developed. 
The frequency of polio in grownups appears to 
be increasing. Furtherm ore, it is a more severe 
disease in adults than in children, both from the 
standpoint of producing paralysis and deaths. 
Th« i* also s e e m s to he some differences between 
« » • a ax es in « u*c#pta bilify; am ong children moi a 


males are involved, but among growmups m ore 
women. 


Certainly, because of the high risk to adults, they 
should be vaccinated also, particularly up to th® 
age of 40, Incidentally, now is the time to do it 
rather than waiting until there is an increased fre­ 
quency of the disease this sum m er. 


Since there is no absolute way of preventing po­ 
lio, one should still rem ain alert for possible signs 
of this disease. The first symptoms, as a rule, 
are 
like those of any other infection and include fever, 
headac he, dizziness, ii inability and the like. 
Slight stiffness in the back is quite common rn 
polio, but it m ay be all too easy to suggest to a 
child thai he has a stiff neck when tins is actually 
not the case. 


One form of the disease is known as bulbar polio­ 
myelitis. Here difficulty in breathing is the most 
im portant symptom. This is the kind in which the 
so-called iron lung is used. The instrum ent is de­ 
signed to m ake breathing possible during the tim e 
w'hen nature is unable to accomplish it. 


The treatm ent of early polio has already im ­ 
proved enormously with the use of hot wet packs 
and other m easures, it will continue, no doubt, un*
